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Safety Makes Winning Fight 


MPLOYES on Pacific Lines are waging a winning battle against 

“Old Man Carelessness."” There were 3.9 per cent less casualties 

f among railroad workers last year than the year before and 33.6 

per cent less as compared with 1925. During each of the last three years 

there has been a gradual reduction in the number’ of accidents to the men 
in the railroad ranks. 

This humane achievement is a direct result of the earnest and diligent 
efforts being made by officers and employes who, through the various 
safety committees, are constantly pointing out to younger railroaders the 
safe way of performing their jobs. These committees also bring forward 
suggestions for changes in working practices that would help to prevent 
accidents. They are making fine progress toward instilling every railroad 
man with the safety habit. 

Several individuals have been outstanding in their promotion of safety 
work, For the fourth consecutive year, A. H. Morgan, machinist at 
Sacramento Shops, lead all employes on Pacific Lines in the number of 
practical safety suggestions he made. H. C. Sarver, blacksmith at El 
Paso Shops, was second. Conductor W. C, Amelon of New Mexico 
Division, again lead employes of the Eastern District in number of safety 
suggestions offered. 

It is pleasing to note in the Bulletin this month the long list of 
names of foremen who went through the year without having an accident 
of a three-day reportable nature happen toa man under their supervision. 
There were 1248 such foremen in 1927. Last year this number was in- 
creased to 1335. Fred Merkle, section foreman at Benton, Cal., on the 
Salt Lake Division, has a remarkable “no accident” record of 40 consecu- 
tive years. There are many other foremen on Pacific Lines who have 
clear records for more than twenty years. 

Records made in train operations, in locomotive performances, in fuel 
conservation, in careful freight handling and in the other achievements 
that make Southern Pacific service of such high standard, are important to 
the success of the railroad. But the protection of the lives and the conser- 
vation of the usefulness of the men who make this service possible is of 
equal importance.

‘The manner in which 
he maintained that engine, both in efficiency and cleanliness, 
was often pointed to’ by his stpervising ‘officers as an 
example to other enginemen. 

It is not unusual for him to-go down to'the round house 
long before train time and spend two hours or more going 
over his engine, inspecting the mechanism and shining the 
‘metal. He considers that his engines have a maximum abil- 
ity and he never pushes them beyond that point. A-steady 
and safe performer—is Jack Moser. When in the cab, -his 
is the biggést and most important jab in the world. 

For forty-seven years he has been with Southern Pacific. 
In a few months he will be seventy years old and will be 
retired on pension. He looks forward to that time with

with direct connections between No- 
gales and Guadalajara. for Mexico 
City. The improved rail facilities 
will provide a 6-day weekly schedule 
with all the comforts of modern steel 
Pullman and day coach transportation, 
according to word received from H. B. 
Titcomb, president of the Southern 
Pacific of Mexico. .

By im- 
proving its train service, the Southern 
Pacific of Mexico is showing confi- 
dence in the future stability of the 
Mexican Republic. 

To further the good will movement, 
the Southern Pacific of Mexico will 
engage this month in an extensive 
national advertising campaign in the 
United States to call attention to the 
scenic and recreational features of 
Mexico.

New Arizona Line Skirts San Carlos Lake 
Portion of Old Line to be Under 
» Water Backed by Coolidge Dam 


on the Globe Branch in Arizona 

is gradually disappearing un- 
der the waters of San Carlos Lake 
and trains are now operating over 
18.5 miles of new line located on 
high ground above the area that 
will be eventually flooded with 
water backed up by the recently 
completed Coolidge Dam. 

The Lake, artificially formed by 
the dam across Gila river, will have 
a capacity of approximately 1,200,- 
000 acre fect, and will extend 25 
miles up the valleys of the Gila 
and San Carlos rivers, with a max- 
imum width of two miles. 

The old railroad line to be sub- 
merged, was the last link of the 
Gila Valley, Globe and Northern 
completed in 1898 through the San 
Carlos Indian reservation. The for- 
mer station of San Carlos, nine 
miles from the dam site, will be 
110 feet under water when the res- 
ervoir is filled to capacity.

Heavy Construction 


Building of this relocated line is 
the newest large construction job 
completed by Southern Pacific. The 
work was exceptionally heavy, it 
being necessary to reach an eleva- 
tion above the flood waters of the 
dam. This prevented the engineers 
from selecting easy topography 
and support for the new route. One 
of the cuts has a center height of 
80 feet. In all there was nearly 


1,000,000 cubic yards of grading. 

The line change starts at Calva, 
seventy-nine miles from Bowie. 
From Calva the line crosses the

The road 
was in operation on 
November 20, 1928, 
ten days before the 
huge dam was closed. 
Rails and ties on the 
abandoned line were 
removed before wa- 
ter began to back up 
behind the dam. 

One unusual oceur- 
ence in this con- 
struction was the re- 
moval of the steel 
girder spans across 
the San Carlos and Gila rivers on the 
old line to their new locations. The 
old line crossed these rivers near their 
confluence and the bridges were lo- 
cated about half a mile apart, while 
the crossings on the new line are six- 
teen miles apart. Two temporary 
wooden trestles were built and made 
use of for a short time while the steel 
bridges were being moved. 

The water situation was consider- 
able of a handicap to the contractors 
on this construction, ag water in the 
Gila river is entirely unfit for boiler 
use or for drinking purposes.

Total cost of relocating the line was 
about $2,000,000, half of which was 
paid by the government. .The entire 
railroad relocation and construction 
was carried on under the direct super- 
vision of Chief Engineer Geo. W. Bos- 
chke. A. E. McKennett, construction 
division engineer, was in charge of 
the field work for the railroad. Grad- 
ing work was done under contract 
with the Utah Construction Company. 
Construction of structures, track lay- 
ing and ballasting was done by the 
Company’s own forces, 

The San Carlos Irrigation Project, 
as well as the Coolidge Dam, was un- 
der the supervision of Major C. R. 
Olberg, assistant chief engineer, U. S. 
Indian Irrigation Service; and his as- 
sistant, C, H. Southworth. James B. 
Kitch is superintendent of the reser- 
vation, within which the dam and rail- 
road line lie. These three gentlemen 


were very helpful to the railroad by 
their cooperation.

N his original purchase of the New 
Orleans, Opelousas & Great West- 
ern, Charles Morgan acquired title 

to right of way which had been se- 
cured for the extension of the Opel- 
ousas read to Lafayette and to the 
old grade which had been perfected 
between the Atchafalaya River and a 
point several miles east of New Iberia, 
and also through the parishes of Iberia 
and Lafayette for a distance of eight- 
een miles to and aeross the Bayou 
Vermillion, near Lafayette. In 1872 
he sold the right of way and the 
grades mentioned above to the New 
Orleans, Mobile and Texas Railroad 
Company. The newly organized Mor- 
gan’s Louisiana and Texas Railroad 
and Steamship Company acquired pos- 
session of this more or less intangible 
property on June 19, 1878, and began 
the work of extending the road west- 
ward toward its objective—Lafayette 
~and to a possible Texas connection. 


Yellow Fever Outbreak 
Construction began during the sum- 
mer of 1878, a year made memorable 
by the really last serious epidemic of 
yellow fever that ever seourged the 
state. New Orleans was suffering dis- 
astrously from the violent outbreak, 
which during its progress claimed as 
many as 350 victims in one day, and 
which continued for a period of 
several “months, or until the cool 
weather ended its terrible ravages. 
Quarantines hedged the city on every 
side, with armed enforeement. Com- 
munication was kept up with the 
Atchafalaya terminus of the Morgan 
road ‘under strict supervision and de- 
tention, and ‘this enabled ‘the work of 
pushing: the -line’-west’ to be: prose- 
cuted, though greatlyimpeded by. the 
difficulty:-of securing adequate “labor 


along the line of the railroad; creating 
fear, deprivation, panic and death. 
The Atchafalaya terminal, or Morgan 
City, suffered greatly. Communica- 
tion by steamer with the Texas ports 
had ceased with*the appearance of 
the fever and the docks of the com- 
pany at Morgan City were lined with 
the idle ships of the fleet unable to 
operate. This condition continued 
practically until after the frost of 
November, when the fever subsided, 
and the fear of further contagion or 
infection diminished. The mosquito 
had not then been determined as the 
cause of the plague. This was the 
development of almost a quarter of 
a century later, when a small but 
heroic band of scientists uncovered 
the secret of the fever, giving even 
of their lives to make the way safe 
for others and destroying forever the 
reign of the greatest yellow peril the 
world has ever known. 

Overcoming these difficulties, Krutt- 
schnitt and his aides slowly pushed 
the rails forward during the winter of 
1878-79. Aside from a few swamp 
areas, the way was not difficult, yet it 
was not until May, 1880, that the road 
was completed and opened for traffic 
into Lafayette. Work trains had en- 
tered the terminal in March, 

The big steel bridge over Berwick’s 
Bay, the localized section of the 
Atchafalaya River, where it flows past 
the Morgan terminal at that point on 
its eighteen-mile journey to the Gulf, 
was built in 1880 and 1881, and eom- 
pleted for traffic on February 4 of the 
latter year. The construction of the 
bridge was an undertaking made diffi- 
cult by the width of the river at this 
locality, some 1885 feet, and an aver- 
age depth of -water which -at mean 
tide is nearly eighty feet..The bridge, 
then. one -of the. largést “and most 
‘noted of its -kind-in the ‘South; was:an 
eight-span structure ‘with ‘draw, spans 
resti g -on- creosoted ‘piling, many ‘of.

had been twenty-eight years before 
when driven. Only the necessity for 
a stronger structure to carry the 
steadily increasing weight of power 
and equipment and their added loads 
forced the construction of the new 
bridge. 
Again the Overflow 

Once again did the company suffer 
from the unforeseen, even if probable, 
vagaries of the Mississippi River, 
Early in 1882, the floods from the 
upper valley, added to those of the 
Red River and the Arkansas water- 
shed, broke through the earthen bar- 
viers south of the confluence of the 
Red and Mississippi, overwhelming 
some twenty miles of levees in Pt. 
Coupee and Baton Rouge parishes, 
speedily filling the great basin of the 
Atchafalaya River and submerging 
the tracks of the Morgan road from 
Franklin, 26 miles west of Morgan 
City, to the ridge lands of the La- 
fourche, near Schriever, nearly 25 
miles east of Morgan City. Opera- 
tion was impossible for months, the 
cross currents of a record inundation 
sweeping over the roadbed in some 
places six or more feet in depth. 

The current of the Atchafalaya 
roared about the piers of the new 
bridge, the flood rushing gulfward at 
a speed of six to eight miles an hour. 
The 1800-foot structure developed a 
lateral variation of as much as twelve 
inches, but, when the flood subsided, 
bridge elevations and alignment were 
normal and only two or three of the 
fender piers had been wrenched from 
the grasp of the river bed and swept 
away. 

When the extension reached La- 
fayette in 1880, construction did not 
stop, but pressed on northward, reach- 
ing Washington, La., 28 miles from

During the seventies,:a company or- 
ganized ‘as the’ New. Orleans, Mobile 
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& Texas Railroad Company, projected 
a line from the Sabine River, the 
Texas-Louisiana boundary, to La- 
fayette, so as to form a connecting 
link with the Texas and New Orleans 
Railroad Company, then operating 
between Houston and Orange, Texas. 
This company partially completed a 
grade between Lafayette and the 
Sabine, but no rail had been laid. On 
March 80, 1878, by special act of the 
Louisiana legislature, the Louisiana 
Western Railroad Company was au- 
thorized and this corporation at once 
began construction of a line. west 
toward Texas. 

Shortly after its incorporation, the 
Louisiana Western acquired the old 
road bed of the New Orleans, Mobile 
und Texas Railroad Company and, 
ustde from one or two line changes, 
made to evade the swamps of the 
Mermentau and Nez Pique rivers, the 
~ youte of the Louisiana Western fol- 
lowed the acquired grade. The 
changes made, however, threw the 
route south of its original projection 
and through the great upland rice 
section, afterward developed, and 
upon which the present thriving cities 
of Rayne, Crowley and Jennings were 
established. 

Louisiana Western Extensions 

In 1879 charter was secured from 
the Texas legislature covering the 
organization of the Louisiana West- 
ern Extension, for the purpose of 
building from Orange, Texas, to a 
connection with the Louisiana West- 
ern then building toward the Texas- 
Louisiana boundary. Both the Louisi- 
ana Western and the Louisiana West- 
ern extension reached the Sabine 
River about July, 1881, and, with the 
completion of the bridge over the 
Sabine, communication was estab- 
lished between New Orleans and prac- 
tically every city of any moment in 
the state of Texas. That great com- 
monwealth had experienced a very 


material development in railway 
building, 
The Southern Pacific group in 


Louisiana was completed by the con- 
strigtion of the several branch lines 
now ¥orming the system in that 
state. The most important was the 


one to Alexandria, already mentioned, 
completed in May, 1882 {track owned 
to Cheneyville). In the order of con- 
struction, these branches were as 
follows: 

Branch Lines 

From Thibodeaux Junction on main 
Hine to the town of Thibodeaux, 4.20 
miles; began and completed in 1879; 
extended to Napoleonville, 17.71 miles, 
February, 1898, to April, 1899. 

Raceland Junction, main Hne, to 
Raceland, 2 miles, completed May, 
1882, and extended to Lockport, 7.73 
miles, March, 1904, to June, 1905. 

Cade, on main line, to St. Martins- 
ville, 6.40 miles, completed in May, 
1882, 

New Iberia to Avery Salt Mine, 
9.86 miles, completed in June, 1883. 

Baldwin, on main line, to Cypre- 
mort, 14.95 miles, began in 1888, com- 
pleted August, 1884, and extended to 
Week’s Island, 8.90 miles, in Febra- 
ary, 1908. 

St. Martinsville Junction to Arnaud- 
ville, 21.94 miles, began in 1897 and 
completed May, 1899; extended to Pt. 
Barre, 12,93 miles, March, 1906, to 
February, 1907. 

Bayou Sale to South Bend, 10.53 
miles, was commenced September, 
1906, and completed June, 1909. 

The Baton Rouge branch was de- 
eided upon in 1905, the object being to 
construct an intermediate line to 
Baton Rouge, the Louisiana state 
capital, forming a short route from 
Lafayette and avoiding the necessity 
of detouring passengers and freight 
by the way of New Orleans. This 
branch, which was begun March, 
1906, was not compieted until January 
16, 1911, notwithstanding it is but 
52.30 miles long. 

The difficulties of construction were 
caused by the necessity of crossing 
the upper end of the Atchafalaya 
basin, a territory characterized by 
dense swamps, deep, narrow streams, 
and necessarily uncertain footing. 
Work was begun early in 1906. 
House boats were used as living 
quarters for the men and barges con- 
veyed the material to points along 
much of the route. Dipper dredges 
were employed in throwing up the 


embankment, these digging their own 
channelg.of progress:and ‘dumping ‘the 
waste material to .a-center’ embank~ 
ment designed to carry ‘the track. The 
uastable soil, however, developed con- 
stant slides into the paralleling canals, 
forcing the construction of temporary 
trestles, these approximating eight 
miles in length. Earth from Lafay- 
ette was transported by train. and 
dumped into the swamp areas unti) 
the embankment was sufficiently ‘solid 
to carry the weight of trains :and 
loads. The branch has been of much 
service in shortening the period . of 
transit and the cost of same -in. the 
delivery of traffic to the- Illinois Cen- 
tral lines at Baton Rouge. 

The branch from New Iberia to 
Abbeville is formed by a line char- 
tered April 6, 1891, as the Iberia & 
Vermilion Railroad Company and 
constructed 16.09 miles from Iberia & 
Vermilion Junction (1. & V. Jet.) 5.36 
miles west of New Iberia, to the town 
of Abbeville. The work was com- 
pleted about November 27, 1892. 

During 1898 the Louisiana Western 
Railroad, operating between Lafayette 
and the Texas boundary, one of the 
corporate units of the Southern Pa- 
cific, projected a branch line origi- 
nating at Eunice, La., north of the 
main track, to Midland on the main 
line, a distance of 23.71 miles, This 
was completed in September, 1894. 


Abbeville Connection 


During 1895 an extension from 
Midland (Midland Jet.) to Gueydan 
was constructed and completed in 
Qctober of that year. The advantage 
of a connection with Abbeville, a 
thriving community and producing 
point on the Vermilion River, forming 
a through roxte from Eunice to New 
Iberia via that locality, and also 
opening a fertile upland territory to 
settlement and cultivation, was too 
apparent to be ignored, so it was 
concluded to close the gap between 
Gueydan and Abbeville, a distance of 
23.83 miles. Construction starting in 
June, 1901, and finished in May, 1902. 

During a period in 1907 and ending 
in January, 1908, an extension of the 
Eunice branch was made to the town

Avbranch ‘line was also ‘constructed 
by. the Louisiana ‘Western from Mal- 
lard “station ‘on the main track to 
Lake Arthur in southwestern’ Louisi- 
ana during 1903, the distance covered 
being 34.10 miles. 

The units of the Southern Pacific 
in. Louisiana were increased also on 
October '30, 1906, with the incorpora- 
tion of the Lake Charles & Northern 
Railroad Company, and the construc- 
tion of a line from Fulton, La., to 
Lake Charles, a diance of 18.40 
miles, The Lake Charles & Northern 
algo acquired by purchase from the 
Louisiana & Pacific Railway Company 
a standard gauge track from Fulton 
north to De Ridder, 25.95 miles, ere- 
ating a line 44 miles long from Lake 
Charles to that point and connecting 
there with the main track of the 
Kansas City Southern. 

The category of branch lines of the 
Company in Louisiana would be in- 
complete without reference to the line 
from Schriever, on the original route 
of the New Orleans, Opelousas & 
Great Western, to Houma, where it 
has rested upon the banks of the 
Terre Bonne Bayou since the early 
settlement of Louisiana, 

This branch road is 14.60 miles 
long and traverses one of the most 
fertile and produetive sections of al- 
luvial Louisiana. There seems to be 
no positive record of the date when 
the branch was constructed, but it 
was built during the period the prop- 
erty was owned and operated by 
Charles Morgan and before its actual 
incorporation as the Morgan’s Louisi- 
ana & Texas Railroad & Steamship 
Company. 

A detail of considerable interest is 
in the fact that, among the holdings of 
the New Orleans, Mobile & Texas 
Railroad acquired by Charles Morgan, 
was a rail line extending from West- 
wego, a small terminal on the west 
bank of the Mississippi River opposite 
New Orleans, to Bayou Goula, near 
Donaldsonville, This was operated 
from July 15, 1879, until February, 
1881, on which date it was sold to the 
New Orleans & Pacific Railway Co., 
now the, Texas & Pacific Railroad 
Company, and forms part of the main 
line of that company, 

The. completion of the system known 
as the Louisiana lines of. the Southern 
Pacific -was recorded on- October 21, 
1924, ‘when’ the - corporate” Morgan’s 
Louisiana & ‘Texas-Railroad & Steam- 
Ship :Compaty ‘purchased the Franklin 
&: ‘Abbeville: Railway,/'a. line -con- 
structed ‘by: private ‘means -a-rumber 
of-years prior ‘as -a'feeder-or ‘adjunct.’

The Texas and New Orleans Railroad 
Company; The intermediate link 
in the through route between 
New.

of the construction of the railroad 
from New Orleans to Atchafalaya 
River and Brashear (Mergan City) 
was strongly current in Texas and 
when the Louisiana Line had reached 
its objective and had opened up com- 
munication with Galveston by Morgan 
steamers, this fact naturally had its 
effect upon the organizers of the Sa- 
bine and Galveston Bay Company. 
Realizing the possibilities of the situ- 
ation, the charter of the Sabine and 
Galveston Bay Railroad was changed 
to the “Texas and New Orleans Rail- 
road Company” December 24, 1859, 
and its plans altered to meet the pos- 
sible construction across Louisiana to" ; 
the Texas border, and a rail connec- 
tion with the Louisiana corporation. 

The records of the Texas and New 
Grleans Railroad supply very meager 
details covering the construction of 
the railroad from Houston to Orange. 
Other than a statement of the fact 
that from 1858 to 1861 the company 
constructed 104.72 miles of five and 
one half foot gauge between the two 
points, little additional information is 
available, 

From a copy of the Texas Almanac 
published in 1861, we learn that work 
was commenced in the spring of 1858 
and by August 1, 1860, the track had 
been completed from Orange to Lib- 
erty, a distance of 66 miles. 

The writer of the article in the 
Texas Almanac, in suggesting the 
probable completion of the road by 
December, 1860, also advised that sur- 
veys were being prosecuted for the 
line in Louisiana from the Atchafalaya 
River (Berwick's Bay} west to New 
Iberia, so that the track could be laid 
“this fall,” expressing the belief that 
the entire project could be completed 
by the end of 1861. (It did not reach 
a Texas connection until 1881, twenty 
years later.) 

Revenue was expected to reach a 
million and a half dollars annually 
from transportation of passengers, 
lumber and miscellaneous freight, 
westbound, and cotton, éattle and 
hides, eastward, evidently predicated 
upon a Louisiana conection, as the 
Almanac stated that the Texas & New 
Orleans, until the opening of the Lou- 
isiana division of the road, would op- 
erate a line of steamers from Sabine 
Pass to the Atchafalaya or ‘“Berwick’s 
Bay” .River.connection with the rail 
line from New Orleans, then the “New 
Orleans, Opelousas & Great Western.” 
It was also contemplated to operate 
river .steamers from Orange and 
Beaumont to Sabine Pass to form a 
“nearly inland route’ by connecting 
with the steamers: already running 
between Galveston, Liberty and Hous- 
ton.. The directors. of the’ company 
then were: A. M. Gentry, Wm. Trues- 
dale; 'W..W. ‘Morris, J..H. Roberts, and 
C.-M. Congreve. Col. Gentry .was 
president; -Geo. -K.°. Otis, ‘secretary; 
C. M. Congreve, treasurer; \G. W. R. 
Bayley, consulting engineer; and 8. F, 
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Johnson, chief engineer and superin- 
tendent. The headquarters office was 
in Houston. 

The Road into Orange 

By January, 1861, the road had ne- 
gotiated the Trinity and Neches rivers 
and had completed the line into 
Orange. Here construction ceased 
and Orange remained the end of the 
route east until the incorporation of 
the Louisiana Western Extension in 
March, 1879, and the building of the 
track from Orange to the Sabine 
River early in 1881. Connection with 
the Louisiana Western, building west 
from Lafayette, was made at the 
same time. 

With the completion of the Texas 
.& New Orleans into Orange in 1861, 
trains operated upon Hmited sched- 
ules, connecting Orange with river 
steamers upon the Sabine River and 
these again connecting with stage line 
at Niblett’s Bluff, operating between 
that point and New Iberia, Louisiana, 
some forty miles directly west from 
the Atchafalaya terminus of the rail 
line from New Orleans. Communica- 
tion between New Iberia and the rail- 
road, however, was carried on by river 
steamboats using Bayou Teche, a 
beautiful stream bordered by magnifi- 
cent plantations devoted to the manu- 
facture of sugar. 

The inception of the Civil War, fol- 
lowing as it did close upon the heels 
of the consummation of the rail pro- 
ject, naturally had a depressing effect 
upon the fortunes of the property and 
upon the development and prosperity 
of the entire territory included. 

The Effects of the War 

About the same time construction 
was begun on the Sabine & Galveston 
Bay road, a line of railway was con- 
structed between Beaumont and Sa- 
bine Pass, Little record appears of 
this short railway except thut during 
the early months of the war the rails 
were torn up by Confedcrate forces 
under “Dick” Dowling and used in the 
construction of a fort at Sabine Pass. 
Utilizing this fort as a base, Dowling 
repulsed the uttucks of a fleet of 
Federal gun boats and other craft, 
sinking several and forcing the com-

The East Texas Railroad was 
totally destroyed and apparently 
abandoned, for there is no record of 
further operation of the property un- 
til its reorganization on April 29, 
1880, as the East Texas Railway, and 
the construction of an entirely new 
track from Beaumont to Sabine Pass, 
80.7 miles, completed sometime in 
1880 and operated by its own organ- 
ization until sold to the Texas & New 
Orleans Railroad Company October

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How Competing Line in the San Joaquin 
Valley Would Affect Trainmen 


By Conpucrox H. Fy Sirs 


Southern Pacific for eleven years 
in train service, working the en- 
tire time in the territory where the 
Western Pacific California Company 
has asked permission to construct 
their line, from Nilegarden to a point 
near Reedley on the King’s River. 
Assuming that this company takes 
12,000 cars of business from the 
Southern Pacific Lines in this terri- 
tory, and increase this diversion up 
to 25,000 cars in the fifth year of 
operation, and that 2000 cars go to 
local points, 10,000 cars which would 
otherwise go east via the Ogden 
gateway, would be lost. This repre- 
sents 185 seventy-four car trains, each 
taking one conductor and three brake- 
men for each of the seven freight 
train districts from Reedley to Ogden. 
The financial loss to trainmen 
would be as follows:

Estimating also the back haul of 
empties, as fifty per cent of the loaded 
haul adds $15,830.77, making a total 
wage loss of $47,492.82, 

The man-power Ioss for this num- 
ber of trains would amount to 945 
conductor-days or 81% conductor- 
months, 2885 brakeman-days or 9434 
brakeman-months,. On the back haul 
the man-power loss would be 47214 
conductor-days or 15% conductor- 
months, 14174 brakeman-days or 
4744 brakeman-months. The total loss 
in man-power would be 5670 days for 
both conductors and brakemen. 

When the diversion of freight from 
the Southern Pacifie Lines amounts to 
25,000 cars per year the total loss in 
earnings will amount to $78,153.88, 
and on the back haul $39,576.80. The 
loss in man-power will then be 236234 
conduetor-days or 78% conductor- 
months, 7081% brakeman-days or 
236% brakeman-months. 

In the peak season, when green 
fruit crops are harvested, Southern 
Pacifte has 25 crews to switch and as- 
semble these cars for through fruit 
trains in this district, from which the 
diversion of revenues and traffic 
would take place should the proposed 
Western Pacific Line be built. For 
this service one conductor is paid 
$7.83 per day, or 100 miles, which 
makes .a total of $183.25 per day'to 
the conductors. Fifty brakemen. in 
this service paid ‘$6.18 per day each, 
or 100 miles, receiving -a -total of 
$309..per day, making a grand total 
of conductors and brakemen’s ‘salaries 


of $492.25, “These figures’ are on -the. 


minimum. basis. 
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Of the conductors, brakemen and 
yardmen holding seniority on the San 
Joaquin Division who would be affected 
by this proposed line built in this dis- 
trict, 52 conductors, 17 brakemen and 
24 yardmen own their homes, Of the 
conductors, brakemen and yardmen 
who hold seniority on the Stockton 
Division, 59 conductors, and 19 brake- 
men own their own homes. I do not 
have figures for the yardmen on this 
division. 

Of the conductors, brakemen and 
yardmen employed holding seniority 
on the Sacramento Division, 68 con- 
ductors, 12 brakemen and 40 yard- 
men own their homes. If the South- 
ern Pacific should lose 25,000 cars of 
this business annually, it would lose 
one-third of the total 
freight movement through this terri- 
tory, which now amounts to not more 
than 75,000 cars, and fifty per cent 
of the business originating in the 
district in which the Western Pacific 
California Company proposes to build 
its line. This would mean to the em- 
ployes on the San Joaquin and Stock- 
ton divisions, that many of them 
would be cut off the seniority list and 
would be forced to seek employment 
elsewhere and would also have a tend- 
ency to reduce earnings of the older 
employes. 

If the Western Pacific’s figures are 
correct that they will take 25,000 cars 
of freight originating in this territory, 
it will mean that many of our men 
who have years of seniority and who 
have established their homes along 
the line, will be automatically dropped 
from the service account of this big 
reduction in business. 

In the operation of the seniority 
tule the junior men, or the men stand- 
ing at the bottom of the seniority 
roster, will be the ones dropped from 
the service and the older men will be 
forced to move from their present lo- 
cations and re-establish themselves in 
some other community. 

It is my opinion, based upon my 
experiences as a railroad man, that if 
the proposed Western Pacific Califor- 
nia Railroad Company develops the 
25,000 car business which it claims it 
will develop, that practically all of 
that business must be diverted from 
the Southern Pacific. If such should 
prove to be the case, as I believe -it 
will, fully one-third of the trainmen 
on the San Joaquin and Stockton divi- 
sions will either. be dismissed ‘from 
the .service account of “réduction :in 
force or suffer veconomic ‘loss -by’ the 
‘reason -of ‘being ‘demoted -to less “de- 
sirable ‘positions..: ‘This. loss :may ‘be 


-either in ‘money. or in sworking ‘condi~~’ 
tions."The Sa¢ramento’and Salt Lake -

Sacramento Foundry Turns Out 


“Record Size Casting 


Outstanding among the recent ac- 
eomplishments of the company’s steel 
foundry at the Sacramento General 
Shops was the successful casting of 
engine frame No, 114, which was 
poured on January 238. This frame 
is the largest ever cast at the foundry 
and. presented a problem that taxed 
the skill and ingenuity of all con- 
cerned, 

The frame is to be. used to support 
the boiler of a Mikado, or 2-8-2, type 
engine, which is to be rebuilt at the 
Sacramento Shops. The over-all length 
is about 88 feet, and the depth 3 feet. 
The thickness as cast is 5% inches. 
Although longer frames have been 
cast, this one required more metal, 
its weight being about 7% tons. 
Nearly four days were required to 
complete the job, 2% of which were 
spent in carefully preparing the mold. 
Actual casting time was less than 
five minutes. After pouring, the 
frame was allowed to cool slowly in 
the mold for one day before it was 
removed. 

The frame was made of electric 
steel melted in a furnace of the He- 
roult Type, having a rated capacity 
of six tons. For the frame in ques- 
tion a nine-ton charge was carried, 
which is over its rated capacity. Credit 
for the successful melting and refin- 
ing of this enormous charge goes to 
Earl “Buck” Miller, leader meiter, in 
charge of the furnace. With the able 
assistance of a well-organized furnace 
crew, the charge was melted and 
poured without a mishap. 

The. mold was prepared under the 
supervision of Molder Foreman Wit- 
lism Smith, by Molders Hunt and 
Blackwell, both of whom are masters 
of their trade. Close cooperation be- 
tween these men and the furnace 
erew contributed much to the success 
of the work,

I gen- 
erally have no difficulty in going to 
sleep at night about 10 o’elock but I 
sleep about three hours and wake up 
and lay awake about two or three 
hours every night before I go back to 
sleep. I have not had a good night’s 
sleep for several years and I never 
get up in the morning refreshed. I 
feel just about all in all the day. When 
I wake up at night there seems to be 
a vacant feeling in my stomach, no 
pain whatever but a feeling of unrest- 
fulness. 

My bowels function good about half 
of the time, Laxatives make me feel 
worse instead of being a help. I am 
not taking any medicine at all now. 
My age is 50, I am working as teleg- 
rapher. I quit smoking and chewing 
a year ago and have gained fifteen 
pounds, Now weigh 140 pounds. 
Height 5 feet 6 inches. Had used to- 
bacco for 25 years previously, 

I feel like I need a good tonie for 
my stomach and something to quiet 
my nervous system. Then I believe 
I could sleep better. I live three miles 
from my work, I tried walking both 
ways for the exercise but it did not 
do me any good. Would it be possible 
for you to send me some medicine by 
mail? A stomach tonic or “something 
to build me up and quiet my nerves? 
If I could sleep better and bowels 
function better I believe I would be 
all right. 

Answer: 

When a man of 50, whose conditions 
of life change suddenly, develops in- 
somnia and stomach trouble, it is gen- 
erally true that some chronic condi- 
tion is making itself manifest. 

It is obvious that if you have gained 
in weight it could not be one of the 
more serious stomach conditions, and 
your history, which suggests a great 
deal of nervousness, implies that that 
is a factor, although not -the primary 
one in your trouble. 

The insomnia may be merely a bad 


habit and if that is the case, the tak- . 


ing of prolonged warm baths -of body 
temperature at-bed time will assist‘in 
breaking it up. You: should-buy one 
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of the wooden framed ‘bath thermom- 
eters to get the temperature ‘exact 
and it will be marked body ‘tempera- 
ture at the point of 98.6 degrees, Stay 
in the bath at least a-half hour. 

After your noon meal if you could 
le down and relax, even for five min- 
utes, it would help you to retain the 
power of relaxation. - Under no. cir- 
cumstances take a “stomach -tonic” 
and ne reputable doctor will -give you 
one without a careful examination. It 
may be that the whole condition is 
very simple, but at least should be 
made clear what it is,

AVING noticed in the “Southern 
Pacific Bulletin’ for August, 
1928, your diet for treatment of gas- 
tric ulcer, I am wondering if you could 
furnish me with a diet card for treat- 
ment of mucous colitis. 
Answer: 

There is no specific diet for mucous 
colitis. This is a condition that is ex- 
ceedingly common in highly nervous 
people who allow themselves to be- 
come constipated. It is accompanied 
by alternate periods of constipation 
and diarrhoea, 

The passage in the period of diar- 
rhoea contain not only the mucous but 
hard lumps which are the sources of 
irritation because of their being re- 
tained in the tract. The treatment is 
very simple. Never use enemas. Take 
an abundance of fat in the meals, ex- 
cept in the form of grease, and eat 
also abundantly of cooked green vege- 
tables and cooked fruits. Butter and 
olive oil are especially favorable. A 
salad made of cooked vegetables 
should be eaten every day. Remem- 
ber that dried fruits soaked overnight 


and cooked and eaten with cream- 


should be a large part of at least one 
meal a day. 

Doring this period the use of bitter 
cascara will be helpful. It’s sole effect 
is to increase the muscular tone of the
